We have the pleasure of reporting a gratifying decrease 
in the expenses of this department compared with last 


year, notwithstanding the past year has been one of a. 


general: business depression. With one exception our 
manufacturing establishments have continued to furnish 
employment for the usual number of employes and with 
no considerable cutting of wages.

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of the term, each scholar’s record for the few days pre- 
ceding promotion should be counted as an integral part 
of his record in the school to which he is advanced. 

The average attendance of all the schools has been 
409, a slight falling off from last year. Irregularity of 
attendance is a very great evil. Parents ought not to 
keep their children out a single day except by pressing 
necessity. Scholars who attend irregularly fall behind in 
their classes, lose heart, and become demoralized. 

It is to be feared that not a few children of school age 
are kept out of school to labor or for other reasons. In 
all such cases the wrong is immense, and after a brief 
time becomes irreparable. 

The school year has been one of general satisfaction. 
In two or three instances schools have been partial fail- 
ures, perhaps, but in the main, teachers, scholars and 
parents have cooperated and commendable results have 
been secured. 

The prudential committees would do well to ascertain 
the qualifications and past record of the teachers they 
purpose to employ, and then follow them up by frequent 
visits to the school room during term time. 

It should be a fundamental principle in caring for 
school buildings and fixtures to keep every thing in neat 
and perfect repair. A broken or loosened seat should be 
attended to at once. So of broken panes, soiled win- 
dows, worn-out brooms, rickety door-knobs, catches, and 
the like. Defaced seats, benches and walls should be 
painted or whitewashed during vacations, so that self 
respect may be cultivated and rogues, if any, detected in 
their vandalism. ‘The demoralizing effect of dilapidated 


school buildings and fixtures and a shiftless tumble-down 
aspect generally, would seem to be but very imperfectly 
understood by many who are invested with responsibility 
in these matters. : ees 
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In our report to the State we are obliged to number no nie ay 
less than six school houses as unfit for school purposes. 

In some of our school rooms, where little children are_ 
expected to be in attendance, there is not: a seat low bei 
enough for a child of seven years to sit squarely upon it - 
and touch his feet squarely upon the floor. Fellow citi-- 
izen, put yourself in his place, and see how you would a 
like it. How would you like to sit five or six hoursa 
day with your feet dangling? Try it for an hour even, 
and you would learn to pity that abused school child. 7 

Another source of torture is a shelving or inclined _ am, 
floor. No one can sit comfortably with his heels ele- ie shoe 
vated, and his toes pitched downward.

The words of the enactment are as follows: ‘‘ Teachers 
shall be examined in physiology and hygiene, with special 
reference to the effects of alcoholic drinks and narcotics 
upon the human system.” At the annual examination 
teachers will be instructed as to the correct method of 
making out their registers. We do not wish you to seek 
private examinations, or to compel us to have several ses- 
sions. We shall expect you all to present yourselves at 
the appointed annual examination. 

Teachers should be careful to notify the Committe as to 
when their schools are to commence, and when they are 
to close, and in the latter case they should consult with 
us as to the time of examination, else we may not be able 
to be present. 

Teachers who offer prizes for excellence in spelling, 
writing, &c., would do well to close the count on the day 
preceding examination, that examination day may be free 
from anxiety in this regard. 

The effort with scholars should always be for thorough 
work. ‘Things to be memorized should be memorized 
perfectly, so that no catch words or partial answers from 
the teacher are expected. Things to be reasoned out 
should be reasoned out clearly. Nothing should be left 
in the mind of the pupil in a confused and jumbled-up 
state. 

As to order, that is a fundamental requisite, and those 
teachers who can maintain it with the least fuss about it 
are the most to be commended, perhaps almost envied. 
Teachers who give the scholars their hearts, who are 
ee cual enthusiagias and appreciative, other things 
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possible and kept in the school room so that we can have 
access to them when we visit the schools. 

Our school interests would be much better served if the 
town were to take charge of its educational matters with- 
out the intervention of the district system. Some towns 
in the state have done so and others are agitating the 
subject, among them some in this county. The town sys- 
tem now prevails in most of the states, certainly in those 
that are at the front in educational matters. Some of 
the advantages of the town system would be: 

1.—Unity and efficiency of administration. Now the 
management between the prudential committees and the 
superintending committee is double-headed and awkward, 
to say the least. Unity of administration would make it 
possible to grade the schools far better than now and give 
system and life to the whole movement. 

2.—Better teaching would be secured. The only way 
to get good teachers for schools is to put that matter in 
the hands of men who have charge of the schools and 
know from personal oversight about the work of the 
teachers, whether it is done well or otherwise. You 
would not think to get a man to hire shop hands for you 
who had no knowledge of the shop. You would not put 
in a man as farm overseer who had had no knowledge of 
farm work. According to the registers, ten of the seven- 
teen prudential committee of the town have not visited 
their schools during the year. And this, doubtless, is a 
fair sample of the way it has been in years past, and will 
be in years to come, under the present system. The 
town system would prove a great spur to teachers, for 
they would not expect to find employment year after year 
unless they were successful and progressive. As things 
now are, those teachers whose work is not altogether the 
best, are quite as often as otherwise the first to find 


schools again. 
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3.—The town system would give school privileges 
more nearly equally to all. Ten of the districts have 
had an average of 17$ weeks school for the year. The 
remaining seven have had an average of 27 weeks. Two 
schools have had 36 weeks each, and two at the opposite 
extreme, 15 weeks each. These facts show an inequality 
that ought to be remedied. The town system, to say the 
least, would approximate much nearer to the point of 
equal opportunity for all. | 

4.—The burdens of school maintenance would be more 
equitably distributed, and in the end, more generously 
and cheerfully borne. 

Not a few of our school houses are unfit for school 
purposes. These, asa rule, are in the weak districts. 
The burden, in these cases, of rebuilding or suitably re- 
pairing, might be larger upon those weak districts than 
they ought to be. But with the town system all such 
burdens would be evenly and fairly laid upon all the 
property-holders of the town. 

If these four points are well made, then early action 
upon this matter is of vital importance to the educational 
and pecuniary interests of the town. 

Another consideration may be added: our High School 
is, or ought to be the goal and crowning glory of our 
school system, and as such its importance can hardly be 
over-estimated. 

It needs an additional room for an assistant teacher. 
And, further, it can never be what it ought to be till the 
gradation below it is more nearly perfected by the addi- 
tion of one more intermediate room. These rooms the 
district cannot afford to build for the town; neither can 
the town afford to build them while the district holds the 
ground. The town, with the whole responsibility in 
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charge, could go forward with wise head and steady hand 
in the work of expansion, as might be needed. 

It is known to the people of the town that having tried 
Robinson’s Arithmetics for a time in the schools, (with- 
out expense to the parents) and having found them too 
difficult for the best results, we went back to Greenleaf’s 
Arithmetics, last Fall.
